In May Set Record 


The rush for marriage 
licenses 


before the blood test law went into 
eflect on May 17 sent the volume of 
business at the county license bureau 
up to a new all-time high for a sin- 
gle month, office records show. 


Thirty-nine couples applied in the 


first 13 days of the month while 
applications were accepted under the 
old law. Since that time only five 
couples have applied "and been li- 
censed, making a total of 44 for May. 


The previous high for any month 


was 42 in June of 1935, a short time 
before the three-day law became ef- 
fective. In September of that year, 
there were 40 couples licensed here. 


Last May's total at the court house 


wo-s 30. In the month of April in 
this year there were 22 applications.

Germans Attack Allied 
Line Guarding Paris 


Berlin, June 1 <AF') — Au- 


thorized sources declared today 
Dial the British battleship Nel- 
son, flagship of the British home 
fleet, had been sunk. 


London, June 1 (AT) — The 


.war ciTicc announced today that 
General Lord Gort, comniandcr- 
iii-chicf of the British expedi- 
tionary force, lias returned to 
Knglaml.

German forces wheeled today in 


an .attack on the Somme river — 
the allies' line guarding Paris — as 
battle-stained allied troops snatched 
from the nazi death trap iri Flan- 
ders reached the safety of England. 


The French said they held againtt 


the nazi onslaught on the south 
bank of the lower Somme in a battle 
launched by the Germans Friday, 
resumed at dawn today and was 
still going on. 


With the Germans striking along 


the Somme front while still hem- 
ming in remnants of the trapped al- 
lied armies in Flanders, a new 
phase of the war began. 


The allies expected, and Germany 


hinted, a nazi attempt to roll down 
on France before loosing any at- 
tempt to invade England. 


Italy Nearer Decision 


Italy still hovered on the sidelines 


apparently drawing steadily closer 
to the decision which might send he: 
armies northward while the Ger- 
mans pushed southward in a 
gantic pincers in France. 


Italy called up 10,000 non-commis- 


sioned officers today to supplement 
a force of 50,000 while both in Italy 
and in Spain clamor grew for Brit- 
ain 
to relinquish 
Gibraltar—her 


stronghold at the western gate of 
the Mediterranean. 


The reckoning varied, meanwhile, 


in what the British called the great- 
est rescue in military history. 


Unofficial British estimates that 


three-'fourths of the B.E.F. had 
reached Britain meant that 130,000 
to 140,000 Tommies of the 175.000 
sent over to face the nazi blitzkrieg 
had been rescued. 


The German price for the Flan- 


ders triumph, British newspapers 
said, was half a million men. 


But the Germans estimated they 


had 1,000,000 allied prisoners, not 
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10 cents a box with spinach 
for five cents a quart box at some 
stands. 
Spring onions 
were five 


cents a bunch and new radishes 
sold for the same price. 


Cabbage and tomato plants were 


10 cents a dozen while sweet potato 
plants brought, 35 cents a hundred. 
There was a wide assortment of 
growing flowers, young plants and 
cut flowers. 


Eggs were steady at 18 and 20 


cents a dozen. Butter was 30 and 35 
cents a pound. 


Potatoes sold for 20 cents a half 


peck and $1.50 a bushel. Apples 
were scarce and sold for 25 cents 
J. half peck at a few stands.

JUDGE SHEELY 
HANDS DOWN 4 
OPINIONS TODAY 


A new trial was refused Albert S. 


Sharrah, Franklin township, con- 
victed In April court of drunken 
driving and driving after his license 
had been suspended, In one of four 
opinions handed down this morning 
by Judge W. C. Sheely in a session 
of court in judicial chambers. 


The new trial for Sharrah had 


been asked on the grounds of newly 
discovered evidence but the court 
held that the new testimony offered 
'is merely circumstantial and Is op- 
posed by the positive testimony of 
three witnesses corroborated by a 
fourth and cannot be considered as 
being such as would probably cause 
a different verdict." 


The district attorney 
has 
been 


directed to summon Sharrah for 
sentence. 


In another opinion the court 


granted a motion in arrest of judg- 
ment in the case of Harold J. Kane, 
Orrtanna, who offered no defense in 
April court to a charge of hit-and- 
run driving except to claim a tech- 
ilcal error is being charged with a 
misdemeanor instead of a summary 
offense. 


Discusses Motor Code 


The opinion in the Kane case dis- 


cusses the provisions of the state 
motor code bearing on the crime of 
lit and run driving and concludes 
that if a driver of a vehicle fails 
o stop after an accident resulting 
n injury or death to a person or 
damage to attended property he is 


uilty of a misdemeanor but if he 


fails to stop after an accident with 
unattended property he is guilty of 
only a summary offense. 


Declaring that the matters dis- 


cussed in this case are for the legis- 
lature and not the court. Judge 
Sheely wrote in part concerning the 
liability of a hit and run driver un- 
der various conditions: "We reach 
this conclusion reluctantly for 
... 


we cannot sec how the fact of prop- 
erty damage being attended or un- 
attended has any bearing whatever 
upon the offense, ths gist of which 
is failure to stop. 
Ordinarily the 


hit-and-run driver neither knows or 
cares whether the property damage 
is attended or unattended; his sole- 
thought is to get away and hide hi:: 
Identity."

The British, however, declared 


they had shot down or seriously 
damaged 66 German planes at a loss 
of only 19 in forays on German 
troops, motorized columns and ar- 
tillery in Flanders. A naval plane 
was credited with sinking a nazi tor- 
pedo boat off the Belgian coast. 


As a new battlefield took shape 


along the Somme with anothei 
BE.F. forming on that front, the 
allied supreme war council met in 
Paris, an'd a communique announced 
"gave full proof that the allied peo- 
ples and governments are 
more 


than ever implalcably resolved to 
pursue in the closest possible con- 
cord their present struggle until 
final victory is achieved." 


Presumably Generalissimo Wey- 


gand was strengthening

clear across France from Montmcdy 
to Abbeville. 


The French declared their tanks, 


supporting the B.E.F. were military 
secrets. The French did announce, 
however, they had mopped up the 
Abbeville sector and were holding 
solid south of the Somme. 


While the French made it clear 


they did not claim re-capture of 
Abbeville, some armchair strategists 
wondered if Weygand might have in 
mind a drive up the coast, aimed at 
re-capture of the important port of 
Boulogne and domination of Calais.

Hollywood — There's

about this Wallace Beery, the most 
thoroughly scrubbed guy in town, j 


He has been washed up more 


times than any top-ranking star in 
pictures, and yet here he is today, 
going along at a good clip. 


He never changes from the gruff, 


lovable, cussed old cuss, and why 
should he? There never has been 
any talk of "a new Wally Beery,' 
and if there were the folks would 
probably stay away. 


They've stayed away from Beery 


pictures before. Take that last one, 
"The Mail from Dakota." Not so 
hot, and not doing'so well with the 
folks. But here he is again in 
"Twenty Mule Team," a rootin'- 
tootm' number, and out at the studio 
they think everything Is going to 
he all light again. 


' Thai's tho way It's been with 
Wally, time and time again.

He 
got a lift into the 10-best star gang, 
and his movies with Marie Dressier 
raked In tons of heavy sugar. There 
was one time we all knew, positively 
and for sure, that he couldn't go on. 
That was when "Viva Villa" looked 
like Metro's most expensive, most 
colossal flop —before they remade 
most of It and bagged :i supcr-n't. 


When you think of it, the Beery 


type of stardom Is the safest. It's 
easier to take a slight tumble if 
you've tumbled before, and it's easier 
to climb again when nobody ex- 
pects the climb and you're aided by 
the psychological factor of surprise. 


Speaking of safety in stardom,
